THE KOI. IPSE. 

We had the eclipse here in all its mag- 
nificent obscurity. It is now conceded 
that it was totaler here than at Mount 
Vernon. On Friday a few scientific gen- 
tlemen like myself formed an eclipse club, 
and by a nice calculation ascertained that 
this place was four and one-half inches 
nearer the central line of obscuration 
than any other place put down on the 
map. But we kept this fact to* ourselves, 
and quietly organized by electing Judge 
Harbeson, moderator; Phil. Lee, chief 
astronomer; Tom Gibson, sergeat-at-arms, 
and myself secretary. The whole thing 
came near fulling through, (the club, not 
the eclipse) from the fact that some inju- 
dicious gourmotid sent Judge Harbeson 
a peach from Louisville. Phil. Lee and 
myself, with that singular foresight which 
has made us what we ,are, foresaw evil 
consequences. We begged the Judge for 
a bite of his peach, and begged in vain. 
The Judge said he had a family to provide 
for. And sure enough, when the time 
drew nigh to commence our observations, 
the Judge could not be found. Search 
was made in vain, when a hap- 
py thought struck our sergeant-at 
arms. He caused the dinner bell to 
be rang violently^ and soon our mod- 
erator came tearing through a cornfield 
wiping his mouth. He had retired to the 
field of maize for the purpose of eating 
his peach in peace. We soon commenced 
operations. When the moon had ad- 
vanced in its orbit as far as the first joint 
on the sun’s south limb, Phil. Lee made 
an observation. It was this: 

“l)an-yel, set up the drinks.” 

You must know that Daniel is a most 
important personage here. He is a bar- 
keeper of color by profession, but he treats 
his uncolorcd friends with more consider- 
ation than they have any right to expect 
under this Administration. The club 
crooked its elbow, and with one eye closed, 
looked solemnly through the glasses, 
smoked on the bottoms with sugar, at the 
eclipse. Ac. By this time the moon’speri- 
gree had advanced well on to the sun’s aphe- 
lion, and a large crowd of other people 
hud gathered around, watching the pro- 
ceedings of the club with absorbing inter- 
est. Our arrangements had been made so 
admirably that no hitch or stage-wait 
marred the performance. Everything 
moved on majestically. It was a precious 
season to the lovers of science. 

As the eclipse was becoming rather 
total, queer feelings agitated the stom- 
achs of that scientific band. Judge llar- 
beson held a consultation with the ser- 
geant-at-arms, aad soon that officer pro- 
duced a tonic for each member of the club. 
By the time we had worried down the 
prescribed doses of family disturb- 
ance, the eclipse had become 
completely total and visible to the 
naked eye. It was a grand show. (I 
am thus particularbecau.se this, in all proba- 
bility, will be the only thing written about 
the great event). There was a dark round 
spot, with a luminous border, glorious to 
behold. The landscape assumed a sombre 
hue. The stars peeped ont and winked at 
us. The old rooster marshaled his fiock 
to roost, and the leading katydid of Grove 
Spring grove arranged her music for the 
night, aud struck the key-note to the over- 
ture. Inanimate nature was gloom and 
silence.

CORSULTATIOK OK CCitAX AFFAIRS. 

Washikctok, Augu-t 9. — Great interest is 
manifested here in the session of the Cabinet 
to-morrow. The general impression is that 
matters relating to reconstruction and the 
Southern elections will be entirely ignored in 
the deliberations and the whole session be de- 
voted excise! rely to matters having reference 
to the sitnation in Cabs and the corre- 
spondence which has recently taken place 
between Secretary Fish and Minister Sickles 
on the one side, and Mr. Roberts, the Spanish 
Minister here, and Regent Serrano on the 
other, concerning^ the attitude of this Govern-' 
meet in the present status. It u well known 
that for some days past the cable has been 
burdened with the suggestions and discussions 
of these dignitaries, and the probability is that 
certain facts have been communicated to this 
Government by Sickles which will impart an 
entirely new phase to the situation. Under 
tljcse circumstances, the impressions which 
prevail of a lengthy and imoortaut Cabinet 
session arc based upon a good foundation. 

THE TEST OATH IK UNRECOXeTRlCTF.D STATES. 

The question bas been seriously considered 
here as to whether or not the President, with 
' his settled opposition to test oaths, in which 
he is strongly 6npported by Geucral Shermau 
and two or three members of the Cabinet, will 
abide by the decision of the Attorney General 
respecting the requirement of that oath from 
members elect to the Legislature in the yet 
unreconstructed States.

TARIFF AND BONDED WAREHOUSE BILLS. 

The House Committee ol Ways and Means, 
just returned from California, will reassemble 
in Boston on the 30tb of October next. 
Before separating at Omaha sub-committees 
were appointed on various branches of the 
tariff and bonded warehouse bills, to report 
in Boston at the October meeting oi the com- 
mittee. The committee will perfect a bill for the 
revision of the tariff and one on the warehouse 
system, in time to report at the commence- 
ment of the December eussion. They speak 
highly of the efficiency of the revenue service 
on the Pacilia coast under tnc present Admin-' 
istratioq. 

seasons fob seizing the gunboats. 

New York, Au 3. It— The Herald says 
Secretary Fish give- as a reason for the sei- 
zure of ihe Spanish gunboats which are bein^ 
built in this city, that they were intended to 
relieve the 8i*uti»b fleet now doing coast duty 
around Cuba, and permit the fleet to be used 
to inaugurate the Peruvian war. He says he 
does not intend to permit the gunboats to 
leave our waters, and if they do leave without 
his permission he will send after them, which 
will astonish the Dons and compel his au- 
thority to be respected. 

SICKLES AND TEE OSTEND MANIFESTO. 

A story is current in Washington that at 
the time Gen. Sickles was being discussed in 
Cabinet, previous to his appoinment. Attor- 
ney General Hoar and Secretary Fish sag 
gested that the General’s complicity with the 
Ostend manifesto might seriously interfere 
with his usefulness at the Spanish court. 
Secretary Rawlins aud Postmaster General 
Cress well, in reply to this objection, remarked 
that at the time they were in tavor of the 
manifesto. After a brief silence the President 
solved the que.-tion of the appointment by 
saying that he, too, was in favor of the mani- 
festo at the time it was issued.

Senor Marcial, the new Mexican Minister, 
arrived to-day.

It is reported 
that he will be received by the President to- 
morrow.

THE TEST OATH IN VIRGINIA.

UNFORTUNATE YOUNG WOMAN. 

Attempted Suicide ot a Pretty Jewess 
from Louisville in Detroit. 

A little before seven o’clock of one evening 
last week, the Detroit papers state, a well- 
dressed joung woman was observed passing up 
Woodward avenue In that ctiy, and from her pe- 
culiar gait and apptarance It was Inferred that 
she was under the Influence of liquor. She pro- 
ceeded up the avenue to State street, down wnlch 
she went to a doctor’s office, but, not Uniting the 
physician, she went back to Woodward avenue, 
aud walked down as far as Jefferson avenue, 
growing more unsteady In her walk each mo- 
ment. When she reached Jefferson avenue 
her actions attracted the attention of a 
policeman, who took her to a station- 
house. Upon arriving there It was ascertained 
that she had taken some narcotic poison, and 
physicians were summoned who at once took 
steps to counteract the workings of tbe poison. 
The woman seemed frantic and two men were 
constantly required to hold her. iVhen she had 
become somewhat calmer she exclaimed, “Thank 
God, no person In this city knows my name,” and 
then went off into a walling cry, “Ob! my little 
boy,” which she repeated many times, until the 
thought of her situation seemed to drive her 
frantic again, and then the fearful suuggle would 
be re-enacted. This was kept up about two 
hours, when the good effects of the medical 
treatment she had received began to be apparent, 
and she could converse quite rationally. 

She refused to give her name, but It is believed 
that she Is the daughter of a gentleman by the 
name of Philip Goldsmith, residing In Louisville. 
She Is a Jewess, lather small In suture, with Jet 
black hair, dark complexion, and gray eyes. She 
says that she was engaged to be married to a 
poor young man in Louisville, but that, contrary 
to her otfn Inclinations, and only In obedience to 
a wish of her parents, she was wedded to a 
wealthy man whom she never loved. About thir- 
teen months ago she left her husband and Infant 
boy (whom she seems lo think a great deal of), and 
has since been traveling through the country, 
being furnished with means by her parents’ 
During one of her delirious spells, she suted 
that she bad eloped with a commercial traveling 
agent, and that ne had deserted her at Detroit. 
She gave his name, but refused to sute where he 
might be found. She went to Detroit nearly two 
weeks ago, and appears to have determined to 
kill herself, yet her actions Indicate that when the 
moment arrived for carrying out her resolve her 
heart failed her. She visited at least live 
drug stores, but whether she made purchases 
at all these has not been ascertained. At one 
she obtained two grains of morphine, and had 
probably taken some before that. She visited 
one on Jefferson avenue where she suted that 
she had taken a large dose of morphine and ask- 
ed for an antidote. She there drank four cups of 
strong coffee, a glass of soda water, wrote a let 
ter and had It addressed to “Phillip Goodman" 
Louisville, Ky.,” and went out, to all appear- 
ances fe. ling better. Subsequently a gentleman 
accompanied her to the office of a physician on 
Sute street, and left her. She staud that she 
got Into a street car, and, after riding some dis- 
tance, felt that the morphlue was affecting her 
greatly and got out, thinking the cool air would 
revive her. Her actions were eeruinly very 
curloua and her story seemed to be confuse;!. 
The whole matter Is a profound mystery. 
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After some aDeusrion the minutes of the pre- 
vious meeting were approved. 

Tne following resolutions in reference to the 
State Teachers’ Convention, which meets In the 
city to-day, were adopted: 

Whereas, In the estimation of the Board of 
Trustees of tbe public Fchools of Louisville the 
meeting or the Kentucky State Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation, to convene in this city to-morrow, will 
be one of great importance to the cause of popu- 
lar education in the city and state; therefore, 

Resolved, That the members of this Board will 
be gratlfled to se** in the list of names of the 
members of ihe Kentucky slate Teacher-’ Asso- 
ciation, published In tne dally papers, the names 
of the teachers elect and the candidates for posi- 
tions In tbe public schools under their care: lor. 
In their opinion, teachers who neglect to attend 
such gatherings of their fellow -laborers, espe- 
cially when held la Louisville, do not manifest a 
becoming degree ot Interest In taelr professional 
self-improvement. 

Resolved That tbe President, or In his absence, 
the Vice Piesldent of ihls Board be requested to 
extend to the members of the Association a cor- 
dial welcome to the city aud an Invitation to visit 
the public school buildings at their convenience 
during their stay In the city. 

The Committee on Rules reported in favor of 
tbe minority report of the committee appointed 
to consider the advisability of changing the 
course of instruction so as to have tbe third 
grades taught In the ward schools. This report 
of the Committee on Rules was adopted, which 
action re-establishes tbe former system of gram- 
mar schools, providing that the first three grades 
shall be taught only In the grammar schools. 

The question of purchasing the property on 
Gray street, between First and second, for the 
purpose of erecting a school-house In the Sixth 
ward, came up, when Major Kinney submitted 
the statements of a number of prominent legal 
gentlemen giving the opinion that the title to 
:>ald property la not good, and recommending that 
the Board do not purchase the same. 

The following resolution was offered: 

Resolved , That we recommend to the Mayor 
and General Council of tbe city of Louisville not 
to purchase the property on Second and Gray 
streets off-rad by Mrs. Carr, Mrs. Fultz, and 
others. 

To which the following substitute was offered 
by Dr. Yandell: 

Resolved, That this board Is unwilling, with the 
facts now belore it, to coutlitn the purchase of 
the property on Gray street, known as the Carr 
and Fultz property, aud asks insiead that the 
chair appoint a committee, to consist of the At- 
torney of the board, B. F. Camp, Esq., member 
from th* Sixth ward. Major Kluney, member from 
the Eleventh ward, and the Citv Attorney, whose 
duty It shall be to inquire Into the validity or the 
title of said property and report to this board. 

Mr. Robinson objected to the persons named In 
the substitute as having expressed an opinion, 
and suggestel that Dr. Yandell and Mes«rs Scott 
and Tucker b3 appointed In their stead. 

Without action Dr. Yandell offered as a substi- 
tute to the whole matter that Isaac Caldwell, 
Judge Bullock, Major Kinney, and Mr. Sehon, At- 
torney of the Board, oe requested to investigate 
the title to the property In question and report to 
the Board. The substitute was adopted. The 
committee were required to report at the naxt 
meeting, and the matter was made the special 
order for 9 o’clock. 

The Board then adjourned till next Monday 
evening.

Tl;e 
result shows that ex-Pre6idcut Johnson 
will receive the support of the Old-line 
Democrats, while the Old-line Whigs will 
support Bailie Peyton, and the Republi 
cans will nominate Stokes, or some other 
man of similar political kind. The bal- 
ance of power will be doubtless held by 
the Whigs, but few of whom will, under 
any circumstances, be willing to vote for 
their old antagonist, Andy Johnson. It 
is, therefore, not improbable that a Re- 
publican of the Conservative stripe will 
be elected. 

Senor l’aiaecit, the Mexican Commis- 
sioner for the settlement of claims between 
that gover > -lent and the United States, 
arrived* to-day. He will meet Judge 
Wadsworth, the United States Commis- 
sioner, to-morrow, and the Commission 
will be organized for business forthwith. 

It is quite probable that some disagree- 
meut will occur in the Commission re- 
garding the extent of its powers. In the 
Spanish copy of the treaty, under which 
it is organized, the word “damages” is 
used in all places where in the English 
copy the word “injuries is used. It is 
understood that some hair-splitting opin- 
ion as to the difference of signification of 
these words in the two languages will be 
the occasion of the disagreement.

Discovery of a French Conspiracy 

Numerous Arrests Have Been, 
Blade. 



Vienna, August 9. 

There was a full sitting of tbe Rciche- 
rath Delegation to-day. A long discussion 
on the budget of tin Foreign Minister took 
place. Baron Buest in his remarks ad- 
mitted that most of the disagreements with 
Prussia arose from what was contained 
in the Austrian Red Rook; but ho de- 
fended it on the grounds of its 
publication, which was calculated to re- 
move misapprehension. He reiterates 
that Austria hud formed no new alliance, 
but added that in France she had many 
good friends, and that it was questionable 
whether Germany could help Austria, even 
if the assistance of the German States 
was wanted; but France, on the contrary, 
has proved herself a friend throughout. 

Madrid, August 10. 

A fresh conspiracy has been discovered 
in this city. Numerous arrests have been 
made, including seveuteen gen de armes. 
Thirty arresfs have taken place at Bur- 
gois. The leader of the Carlist band in 
Leon has been taken prisoner aud shot.

fnrionn MntriceMlion from a Court — 

Indignation nmnne spectator*. 

From the Petersburg (Va.) Index. 

The case of Mrs. Wyatt, charged with 
infanticide, was concluded to day. Judge 
Lyon asked for her honorable discharge, 
there being no evidence to justify even an 
imputation against the lady. 

The court here consulted as to the pro- 
priety of introducing further testimony 
for the prosecution — the counsel for the 
defence declaring they had no witnesses 
to be examined. 

After a few minutes’ conference, Mayor 
Pearse, on behalf of the court, stated that 
the court had concluded to tender Mrs. 
Wyatt the offer of an examination, to be 
made by two physicians — one of whom 
should be her family physician, and the 
court would adjourn until this afternoon 
to await the report. 

Mr. Lyon — “Never! Never! So help me 
God! Tlio man who, under such circum- 
stances, would propose te examine a wo- 
man — a relative of mine — should die on 
the threshold!” 

Mr. Lyon’s response to the court’s 
proposition was received with great cheer- 
ing and applause, which neither court nor 
officers nor counsel could subdue for some 
moments. 

Mr. Lyon — “I demand the authorities 
for such a proposition, I scorn it! I scorn 
it! and would not submit to it.” 

Loud cheering and tumultuous applause 
— fully shewing the sympaty felt for the 
prisoner — again ensued, during which the 
officers of the court vainly cried “Silence!” 
“Order in court!” Ac. 

Mr. Lyon remarked, when order had 
been restored, that he had never known a 
court to make such a proposition. There 
was nc more evidence to convict the pris- 
oner of the crime charged than the most 
virtuous woman in the city. We scorn the 
offer of the court, and ask for her honora- 
ble discharge. 

Many voices in the crowd were heard 
to cry out excitedly against the conduct of 
the court, and unusual sympathy seemed 
to be on the side of the defense. 

The court, after a brief consultation, 
announced that it would withdraw the ten- 
der of an examination. 

Major Stringfellow said he hoped not 
even the semblance of delay on the part 
of the court nor the vile slander that came 
to ns on the air. would sene to accom- 
plish what the evidence has failed to do — 
cast suspicion upon the fair name and 
fame of the prisoner We are not here us 
suppliants to beg a favor, but to demand, 
in the name of that justice which rules in 
heaven, and which should rule on earth, 
an honorable discharge of this lady from 
the slanders which have found their way 
from the rile haunts of the city to this 
court of justice. It is bad enough for 
them to be taken upon the streets, but for 
God’s sake put an end to them here. 

Mr. Lyon said he felt there was no ne- 
cessity for him to speak in defense of his 

client. .

A scene of much confusion here oc- 
curred, in which the voices of manv were 
heard crying out against the conduct of 
the cour^. And it is highly probable, if 
the court had pursued any course other- 
wise than it did, that no power therein 
could have prevented a serious outburst. 

1 he court then announced that in its 
opinion the evidence was not of a charac- 
ter to justify the prisoner’s detention, and 
therefore she is discharged. 

The welkin and the square resounded 
with cheers on the announcement of this 
decision: amidst which the prisoner re- 
tired, and the court adjourned. 

KTThe inhabitants of Durrenstein and 
the neighborhood are living a life of con- 
stant dread.
